PARIS, Dec. 1 (AP)—The three 
big Western powers have warned 
they may act to counter Russian 
attacks on their position in Berlin. 


The warning was expressed. in a 
joint note handed to Juan A. Bra- 
muglia, outgoing president of the 
United Nations Security Council, 
soon after the Communists split 
Berlin yesterday by naming their 
own rump government. The note 
was made public today. 

France, Britain and the United 
States declared they could not 
stand idly by while the Russians 
intensified their blockade and at- 
tempts to force the Western Allies 
out of the city. ? 

Bramuglia, Argentine foreign 
minister, has led neutral efforts 
in the a Council toa settle 
the Berlin deddlock. 

The Western powers accepted 
Bramuglia’s latest procedure for 
studying a possible solution of the 
Berlin crisis. But they said they 
did so with the condition that re- 
cent events in Berlin must be con- 
sidered in attempting a _ settle 
ment. 

They called attention to the 
Communist moves in Berlin to es- 
tablish a separate administration 
in the Soviet sector claiming juris- 
diction over the entire city. 

The note gave no hint of what 
counter-action the Western powers 
might take and delegation offi- 
cials had no comment on possible 
steps. 

Text of Statement. 

Following is the text of the 
statement: 

“Representatives of the United 
States of America, France and 
the United Kingdom welcome the 
proposal of the president of the 
Security Council to establish a 
committee of neutral experts to 


study the Berlin currency and 


trade problems. 

‘In welcoming the proposal to 
establish a compgittee of neutral 
experts, the three representatives 
desire to make it clear that they 
must reserve entirely the position 
of.their Governments as regards 
any resolution which may subse- 
quently be submitted to the Se- 
curity Council after the commit- 
tte have reported, They would 
require to consider any such reso- 
lution in the light of the commit- 
tee’s report and of the general 
circuMstances prevailing at- that 
time. 

“The three western powers ac- 
cepted the proposed Security 
Council resolution of Oct. 25 and 
have reiterated their willingness 
to abide by its principles. The 
Soviet Union has rejected it, 

Soviet Actions 

“The Soviet Union, during the 
period since Oct. 25, has «onsist- 
ently: and continuously resorted 
to further measuges directed 
against the city administration 
which, have brought about an in- 
creasing split in the-city. 

“The three western powers can- 
not agree that they shouid be 
bound to submit to all Svviet 
Measures which add to and in- 
tensify the Soviet blockade, o1 
which interfere with the city ad-

AUTO DEATHS RISE, 
NEARLY WIPING OUT 
1948 SAFETY GAINS 


3290 Fatalities in October 
Bring Total for Year 
to 25,720. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 1 (AP) — The 
nation’s automobile accident rec- 
ord skidded off a smooth course 
in .October and headed into the 
final lap of 1948 with deaths to- 
taling 25,720. 

The traffic fatalities up to Nov. 
1, with.an increase of 8 per cent 
in October, compare with 26,060 
for the first 10 months of 1947. 

The October toll of 3290—a rec- 
ord month this year — virtually 
wiped out safety gains reported 
for the first three quarters in 
1948. There were 3050 traffic 
deaths in October 1947. . 

“The nation is relaxing at the 
steering wheel,” said Ned H. Dear- 
born, president of the National 
Safety Council. “If November and 
December show a percentage in- 
crease as large as October, we 
are not going to save a single 
life this year.” 

The council said rural high- 
ways and towns under 10,000 pop- 
ulation were chiefly to blame for 
the high October record. The 
larger cities reduced traffic 
deaths 8 per cent in October as 
compared with Octobe, 1947,

A part of the investigation will 
include a house-to-house survey to 
determine how many persons were 
affected by the combination of 
fog and smoke and the nature of 
their symptoms.

‘Communists Install New 


Set of Custodians, Re- 
move Names of Offi- 
cials—Western Action 
on Currency Asked,

BERLIN, Dec. 1 (AP) — Com- 
munists took over complete con- 
trol today of the Berlin city hall, 
which lies in the Soviet sector. 

Russian-controlied German po- 
lice barred Ferdinand Friedens- 
burg, the acting mayor’ of the 
legally elected anti-Communist 
Government of Berlin, from his 
office in city hall. 

This display of force followed 
the meeting yesterday in which 
Berlin Communists named their 
own rump city administration. 

Friedensburg, a Christian Dem- 
ocrat, was stopped by five officers 
of the Russian-controlled police 
when he sought to enter his office 
at city hall 

Communist Friedrich Ebert, 
whom the Communists “elected” 
mayor unanimously in their con- 
trolled convention yesterday, later 
entered city hall far conferences 
with his chief of the city eco- 
nomics department, Karl Maron, 

Ebert formerly belonged to the 
Social Democratic party which 
was merged with the Communist- 
dominated Social Unity (SED) 
party. 

Action Asked on Currency. 

The division of the city 
prompted some German anti-Com- 
munist leaders to renew a demand 
that the United States, Britain 
and France make the western 
mark the sole legal money for 
western Berlin. . Those backing 
this idea include chairman Carl 
Sechwennicke, of the rightist Lib- 
eral Democrats; Kurt. Landsberg, 
parliamentary chief of the con- 
servative Christian Democrats, 
and Socialist Assemblyman Ernst 
Heinzéimann,. . 

Both western marks ‘and Sos 
viet-sponsored marks. circulate 
now in the western sectors of 
Berlia. The western powers have 
hesitated to bar Soviet marks here 
while the possibility remained for 
a United Nations solution of the 
dual currency problem . 

Police in the Russian sector are 
headed by Moscow-trained Paul 
Markgraf, who has refused to ac- 
cept his dismissal ordered by the 
anti-Communist Government. 

Friedensburg and a few other 
elected officials had retained of- 
fices in City Hall after Communist 
demonsfrators had driven the 
anti - Communist City Assembly 
and mosts other officials to west- 
ern Berlin, which is eccupied by 
the United States, Britain and

Ike’s Recipe for Soup in New Book 
Turns Qut to Be Real Epicurio 


NEW YORK, Dec, 1 (UP)—In 
the springtime when nasturtiums 
are green and tender, Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower likes to make. vege- 
thble soup with a few nasturtium 
stems in it. 

in the Eisenhower house- 
hold, which usually occurs a cou- 
ple of days after a fried chicken 
dinner, ig the result of careful 
plasning followed by bold offen- 
sive thrusts. 

In a 750-word recipe contributed 
to a new edition, out today, of a 
Columbia faculty wives’ cookbook, 
the new Columbia president out- 
lined his soup tactics in elaborate 
detail. 


“The best time to make vege- 
table soup is a day or so after you 
have had fried chicken and out of 
which you have saved the neck, 
ribs and backs, uncooked,” Eisen- 
hower bly ey (“The chicken is 
not essen but does add some- 
thing.”) ; 

“ g his method of 
dock by boiling the chick- 
bone, and soup meat in

“Some people like a little bit of 
the fat left on, and I know a few 
who like their soup very rich and 
do not remove more than about 
half of the fat.” : 

At this point, the General is 
ready to make his soup. The recipe 
gives expert adv.ce about boiling 
the barley in a separate pan be- 
cause it Has a habit of settling 
to the bottom in a soup kettle 
and burning. 

There were some wise hints 
thrown in with directions about 
preparing and cooking the vege- 
tables in the stock: 

“One of the secrets of making 
good vegetable soup is not to cook 
any of the vegetables too long. 

“Your vegetables should not :*! 
be dumped in at once. Your po- 
tatoes, for example, will cook 
more quickly than the carrots. 

“The fire must not be too hot 
but the soup should keep bub- 
bling.” 

The recipe says it’s hard to give 
any exact measure of vegetables 
because some people like their 
soup thick, some like it thin. Also, 
you'll have to decide for yourself 
when to add each vegetable so 
they'll be “all nicely cooked, but 
not mushy, at about the same 
time.”

A committee of the American 
Medical Association’s House of 
Delegates met today at Kiel Audi- 
torium to try to resolve delegates’ 
conflicting opinions about health 
insurance, but there wasn’t any 
conflict on the basic question of 
whether such insurance should be 
voluntary or compulsory. To the 
last man, delegates favored exten- 
sio of voluntary plans and opposed 
Government-sponsaqred compulsory 
insurance. 

The representatives of the local 
medical societies making up the 
House’s membership were at- 
tempting to decide whether the 
A.M.A. should sponsor a national 
voluntary health insurance com- 
pany which would raise present 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield bene- 
fits to standard minimums 
throughout the country. 

Proponents of the scheme ar- 
gued that existing local insurance 
plans are losing members to com- 
mercial insurance firms because 
large industries employing per- 
sons in many states want stand- 
ardized benefits and methods of 
operation. Opponents denounced 
the proposal as a step on the road 
to socialized medicine. 

Both sides, however, were will- 
ing to accept the responsibility, 
given them yesterday by A.M.A. 
President R. L. Sensenich, of+op- 
posing Government control of 
medicine. “You must be the means 
to combat this world-wide ten- 
dency to socialized medicine,” he 
said. “We have no one else On 
which to lean.” 

Army Medical Setup.

Refresher Courses Urged. 

Dr. Hugh McCulloch, St. Louis 
pediatrician, reported in a general 
lecture today that the Academy of 
Pediatrics wants general practi- 
tioners to have an opportunity to. 
take refresher courses in chil- 
dren’s diseases at medical schools. 

Reason for the proposal is that 


outnumber those cared for by pe- 
diatricians by about 10 to 1, he 
said.

Dr. McCulloch also said that

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 1—The 
story of what happened when the 
“heat” was put on gambling in 
central and southern Illinios in 
recent months is told in the rec- 
ords of the United States Internal 
Revenue Collector here. They 
show that only 210 new slot ma- 
chines went into operation in com- 
mercial establishments in Septem- 
ber, October and November, com- 
pared with 1089 in those three 
months of 1947. 

A corresponding drop occurred 
in the humber of operators paying 
taxes on the illegal devices—from 
625 in the three-month period last 
year to 133 this year. At the same 
time, a good many private clubs 
apparently decided it was time to 
call a halt—at least temporarily— 
for only 38 organizations applied 
for tax stamps this year, compared 
with 67 last year. Number of new 
machines in private clubs dropped 
from 187 to 104, 

Figures for 76 Counties. 

Figyres are for the Eighth Col- 
lection District, comprising 76 
counties in southern three fourths 
-of the state. Operators of slot 
machines — illegal under Illinois 
law—are taxed by the Government 
at the rate of $100 a year for each 
machine, that amount being pro- 
rated for periods of less than a 
year. Federal tax records are 
available for public inspection. 

Slot machine operation started 
off with a bang as the current 
fiscal year opened last July 1. A 
total of 1403 operators paid taxes 
on about 2800 machines in July. 
This ‘was nearly 400 more opera- 
tors than in July 1947, The boom 
continued through August, with 
1111 operators paying, compared 
with 742 the year before. 

In September, however, after 
Post-Dispatch disclosures of how 
gambling and vice were tied in 
with official corruption, followed 
by civic protests and grand jury 
investigations, the number of new 
commercially operated slot ma- 
chines on which taxes were paid 
was only 106, compared with 572 
the year before. The drop contin- 
ued in October, to 80 compared 
with 310. Last month taxes were 
paid on only 24 new machines, 
ree with 207 in November 


Syndicate Pays Early. 

In counties where there was 
syndicate control, like Sangamon, 
Peoria, Fulton, Mason and Taze- 
well, bulk of the tax payments 
were made early in the fiscal year. 
Business was so good in the fall 
of 1947, however, that opertors in 
half a dozen counties found it 
necessary to install additional 
machines. 

Heading the list of these coun- 
ties was St. Clair, where 161 op- 
erators paid taxes on 396 “one- 
armed bandits” in September, Oc- 
tober and November, 1947. In those 
three months of this year only 30 
operators saw fit to buy tax 
stamps for 58 new machines. 

Next on the list of counties 
where gambling was unusually 
prosperous a year ago was Adams, 
of which Quincy is county seat 
and principal city. One hundred 
and sixteen operators obtained 17 
new machines in the fall of 1947. 
This fall the county is still wide 
open, but the number of operators 
paying taxes dropped to 22 and 
the number of new machines to 38. 

Big Slump in Peoria. 

Tazewell county, in the Peoria 
area, where the “heat” was excep- 
tionally strong, showed a most 
phenomenal drop in new machine 
installations. In September, Octo- 
ber and November of last year 90 
operators paid taxes on 175 ma- 
chines. This year only two new 
machines were installed in those 
months, 

Other counties showing sharp 
reductions in number of new ma- 
chines included Macoupin, drop- 
ping from 71 to 10; Macon, 37 to 
15; Fulton, 29 to 9, and Pulaski, 
20 to none. . 

In the fiscal year ending last 
June 30, 3812 operators paid taxes 
on 7784 machines in the eighth 
coliection district. This year, to 
date, 2 operators -have paid 
taxes on about 5800 machines. 

Whether the number goes up 
much more will depend in consid- 
erable measure on the newly elect- 
ed state’s attorneys who take of- 
fice next week.

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JUDGE RULES HULL 
MUST STAND TRIAL 
NN BRIBERY CASE 


Dismisses Malfeasance In- 
dictments Against 
Peoria Prosecutor, 
Sheriff, Investigator.

PEORIA, Ill, Dec. 1—State’s 
Attorney Roy P. Hull must go to 
trial on the attempted bribery in- 
dictment returned against him by 
the county grand jury, Circuit 
Judge Henry J. Ingram held today 
in overruling a defense motion to 
quash the charge. 

Judge Ingram dismissed mal- 
feasance indictments, which were 
returned by the same grand jury, 
against Hull, Sheriff Earl E. 
Spainhower.atid Charles Somogyi, 
Hull’s investigator. In granting 
defense motions, the court ruled 
that the statute of limitations— 


18 months—barred chances for 
successful prosecution of the of- 
ficials. The charges grew out of 
alleged failure by county officers 
to suppress gambling. 

As in, the case of Hull, Judge 
Ingram’ held that Sheriff Spain- 
hower must stand trial on a sec- 
ond charge—perjury. No time 
was set for hearing the charge, 
which resulted from the Sheriff's 
testimony before the grand jury 
relative to his association with 
the late Carl Shelton, head of the 
Shelton gambling enterprises in 
Tazewell and Peoria counties. 
Indictments charging Ray Walker 
and John Kelly with assault with 
intent to kill Richard Murphy in 
a brawl at the Shelton’s slot: ma- 
chine headquarters and tavern 
were dismissed by Hull last Fri- 
day. The indictments, which in- 
cluded one against Bernie Shel- 
ton, killed from ambush last July 
26, were among 89 .charges dis- 
missed by Hull in clearing the 
criminal docket before leaving of- 
fice.” Under the dismissal order 
Michael Shore, the n state’s at- 
torney, may reinstate the charges.

In a series of swift movements, 
the surgeon laid back part of the 
scalp over the section of skull to 
be removed. Then using a sur- 
gical bit and brace, he drilled four 
holes in the brain case, the sound 
of the drill coming clearly over 
the receiver as bone shavings ac- 
cumulated around the holes. 

Using a large curved - needle- 
like device, the surgeon threaded 
a thin flexible band saw through 
one hole, under the bone and out 
through an adjoining hole. Grasp- 
ing both ends of the wire-like 
saw, he quickly cut through the 
intervening bone to join the two 
holes. 

When three sides of the rec- 
tangular section of skull had 
been sawed through, Dr. Klemme 
broke out the section and ex- 
posed the brain itself. The sharp 
crack as the bone broke caused 
an involuntary intake of breath 
among a number of the listeners. 

Removal of part of the brain 
followed and the operation was 
concluded in about 50 minutes. 
The work of replacing the skull 
segment and suturing the scalp

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Weakness of N ationalistChina Laid 


To Lack of Grass Roots Support, 


Fighting a War at Foreign Expense 


Nanking Accustomed to Accepting U.S. Sub- 


sidies, Not Waging a ‘Lean and Patriotic’ 


* Battle Financed by the Chinese Them- 


selves—Views on Marshall’s Policy.

GUAM, Dec. 1. 


O possess a fighting army a nation must have a nucleus of 

_ willing volunteers, the readiness to tax the rich and win the 
support of the poor, and plenty of weapons. 

The absence of these essentials in China, homegoing observers 

say, is the cause of today’s Nationalist wavering. Of 3000 young men 

who joined the Nationalist colors in one sweep in Peiping this 


summer, only 20 were volunteers. 


Though North China is some- 
what unrepresentative, because 
Communist civil infiltration is 
strongest there and families fear 
Red reprisals for giving their sons, 
the volunteer proportion in the 
Chinese Nationalist armies is low. 
It was not uniformly high even in 
the face of the Japanese invader, 
but it was higher than today. 

The reason for the lack of grass- 
roots support is that China's 
Kuomintang organization has been 
fed more from the top than the 
bottom, more from the outside 
than from within. Financially 
Nanking has been paying its way 
not by taxes, but by printing 
money. For its firm dollar needs, 
China has been relying on aid 
from the United States. 

Meanwhile the United States has 
been helping Nationalist China 
with American weapons and dol- 
lars, Russia has been helping Com- 
munist China with Japanese weap- 
ons and land. On both sides the 
weapons are still in the soldiers’ 
hands. But the dollars have faded 
away, while the fat lands of Man- 
churia—rich in coal and wheat 
and handsome Japanese - built 
cities—have remained, since Yalta, 
the bauble of the two Communist 
armies,,Russian and Chinese. 

Stalin gave the Chinese Com- 
munists the thing they were fight- 
ing for, north China. The Red 
army welcomed its Communist 
twin into Manchuria from Shan- 
tung. 

The United States Government 
gave aid to the Nationalists which 
came out of the pockets of the 
American people. Washington 
accustomed Nanking to fighting a 
subsidized war at foreign exvense, 
not a lean and patriotic war at 
the expense of the Chinese them- 
selves. In China there never has 
been any apprehension that this 
aid comes from the labor of Amer- 
ican workers, and that results are 
expected. 


The Marshall Policy. 

Reviewing recent United States 
efforts in China, returning Ameri- 
cans generally seem to hold that 
Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall’s Nationalist - Communist 
peace-making efforts served to 
clear America’s moral position, 
and was necessary at the time. 

However, many feel that Mar- 
shall’s sober delicacy in dealing 
with the Russians went much too 
far and lasted too long that it 
eventually undermined America’s 
Far Eastern position. United 
States willingness to defend Man- 
churia militarily as well as polit- 
ically snapped the morale of anti- 
Communist Chinese. 

Marshall’s upright character and 
personal liking for such aggressive 
Communist dickerers as Gen. Chou 
En-lai led him to keep as far away 
from the Manchurian issue as pos- 
sible. Peace and a united China 
were Marshall's targets; rich Man- 
churia was the alm of both Chi- 
nese sides. 

When Nationalist newspapers in- 
tended to attack the Soviets for 
handing Manchuria to the import- 
ed Chinese Reds from Shantung, 
and for refusing to evacuate until 
this inter-Communist transfer was 
accomplished, Marshall personally 
asked the editors in Chungking to 
avoid provoking the Russians on 
this issue. At his request they 


suppressed their demands that the 

Red army leave Marchuria and 

cease infiltrating Chinese Reds. 
U.S. Marines Withdrawn. 

The United States Marines were 
formerly strung out along the 
coast of the Yellow sea—Hulutao, 
Chinwangtao, and other ports be- 
tween. They were protecting, 
nominally, the exit route of the 
evacuated Japs from Manchuria 
and the.coal mines needed to heat 
freezing Shanghai. 

Holding these ports also protect- 
ed the Nationalists going by rail 
into Manchuria and carrying out 
the Yalta treaty. The Americans 
never had to fight; like the Rus- 
sians at Dairen and Port Arthur, 
they needed barely to be there. 

But Marshall, strongly in favor 
of the “clean hands” 
feeling that the Marines were a 
provocation to Communist propa- 
ganda, caused them to be pulled 
out after the evacuation job was 
done. The Communists, encour- 
aged by this retreat, demanded 
more. 

There was not then in the State 
Department, nor apparently is 
there téday, an apprehension that 
a real] struggle for power is go- 
ing on in the Yellow Sea.

The coal mines of the Yellow 
sea coast are as needed as eevr 
to replace the coal lost to the 
Communists in Manchuria, at 
Yalta, and the coal which Amer- 
ican taxpayers are paying for in 
helping China. The Americans, 
however, bottled up in Tsingtao, 
faced across the Yellow sea by 
the two Russian bases of Port 
Arthur and Dairen, are setting 
the armies of Chiang Kai-shek an 
example of the very inertia and 
lack of aggressiveness they de- 
plore. 
The Marshall policy of retreat- 
and-negotiate having failed in 
north China, more today is at 
stake than the endangered armies 
of the generalissimo, sent into 
China with generous American 
equipment. The armies of Fu Tso- 
yi—who once used the Japanese 
adroitly as the Communists used 
Japanese prisoner tank corps in 
Manchuria — need the same pro- 
tected access to the Yellow sea 
that withdrawal of our Marines 
partially forfeited.

HE current row about next 
year’s defense expenditures de- 
serves serious attention. Very 


| briefly, the President began the 


row by setting a 15-billion-dollar 
limit on Army, Navy and Air 
Force outlays in 1949. ‘The limit 
cut straight across the plans for’ 
American rearmament so urgently 
adopted last spring. Now the serv- 
ices“are simultaneously squabbling 


| about whether air, naval or ground 


force plans are to be sacrificed, 
and pleading with the White 
House for more money. . | 

If our rearmament plans are to 
be radically revised, moreover, 
there can be only one result. We 
shall fail to build the strength 
which is needed for minimum na- 
tional security. Meanwhile Secre- 
tary of Defense James Forrestal, 
attempting to implement White 
House policy, has just issued a 
stringent secret order to the serv- 
ice chiefs, forbidding any discus- 
sion of the problem. 

The explosive implications of 
this’ situation can be very easily 
demonstrated. Last spring, the 
Congress. wisely reversed the Ad- 
ministration, and authorized com- 
pletion of the famous 70-group air 
program by 1952. 

Reason for Dates. 


There was nothing mythical 
about either the size of the 70- 
group program or the choice of 
1952 as the date for its completion. 
On the contrary, the prospective 
70-group air force will give the 
bare minimum of strength for an 
air offensive against the Soviet 
Union. It was considered that 
this offensive air strength should 
be created by 1952, because this 
is the first year in which the 
American experts believe the So- 
viets may perfect a peoples’ dem- 
ocratic atomic bomb. 

The President may of course lift 
the budget ceiling imposed on the 
services, or the ceiling may be 
retained, while other defense cuts 
are made and the 70-group air 
program is left intact. The wind, 
however, has been setting in the 
other direction. 

The first intention, in fact, was 
not merely to abandon the 70 
group program, but to cut back 
what the Air Force has done al- 
ready. Up to the present, enough

Although distributed to “loyal 
party workers” who “have earned 
the heartfelt thanks of their 
party organization,” the letter 
made public last night by the Re- 
publican National Committee in- 
terpolated a warning directly ad- 
dressed to the President that “we 
shall audit and police the Truman 
New Deal.” The letter continued 

“We will remind you, Mr. Presi- 
dent, of each and every one of 
your campaign pledges. 

“We will semind you of your 
promise to bring prices down. 

“We will remind you that your 
announced program can cost the 
nation 20 billion dollars and we 
will expect you to tell the country 
how much higher you will raise 
taxes and how many taxes you 
will impose to retard job-creating 
industry. 

“We will remind you that you 
have pledged total repeal of the 
labor-management law of 1947, 
which you do not dare carry out. 
Because to do so you will deprive 
the laboring man of many valu- 
able rights which he would sorely 
miss as soon as you took them 
away from him. 

“When you come to think of it, 
Mr. President, you have taken on 
a load that would make a ma- 
gician shudder. You have prom- 
ised the farmer that you will hold 
up the price of farm products. 
You have promised the housewife 
that you will cut the high cost 
of living. You have -prom- 
ised labor that you will repeal 
the labor-management law and 
increase labor’s earnings. You 
have promised low-cost federal 
housing. You have promised in ef- 
fect to bring about socialized 
medicine. You have said you will 
return controls and rationing to 
accomplish all this.

If any one in the audience knows how to deal 
with the Russians, will he please stand up and be 
recognized? On Monday afternoon, the world 
was informed that Foreign Minister Vishinsky, 
on behalf of his Government, had accepted the 
plan of six neutral nations to mediate the Berlin 
crisis. -It looked as though at last an end of the 
brutal Berlin blockade were in sight. 

But 12 hours later, as little ripples of opti- 
mism had hardly begun to form as a result of the 
Vishinsky announcement, what happens? The 
Communists, acting unilaterally, set up a hand- 
picked puppet government for Berlin, and vast 
crowds. gather in the streets of the Soviet sector 
to “celebrate” the event. 

With typical Red-inspired flamboyance, Mayor 
Friedrich Ebert proclaimed that he regards him- 
self now as Mayor of all Berlin and his new ad- 
ministration as the ruling power. over all the 
city. No consultation with the Western powers 


preceded this crazy action. It was simply cooked 


up in the Soviet mind. 

Just what the Soviet mind cooks with, the re- 
mainder of the world would like to know. So 
would the world like to know what standards of 
behavior, if any, govern the Russians. Surely, 
the events since the war at numerdus confer- 
ences have given the people of the West only a 
sense of bewilderment and bafflement. 

The history of diplomacy. hag surely been a 
thorny one, studded with the most crotchety, dif- 
ficult, cantankerous, stubborn and selfish men. 
Metternich of Austria was hard to deal with, and 
so were Talleyrand of France, Palmerston of Eng- 
land and our own Benjamin Franklin. But were 
there ever such an incomprehensible trio in his- 
tory as Stalin, Molotov and Vishinsky? 

If the comparison is not too vivid, one would 
say that trying to deal with Russia is like trying 
to reason with the inmates of the psychopathic 
ward at the nearest mental hospital. 

Did Mr. Vishinsky in Paris know what was to 
happen overnight in Berlin? In accepting the 
offer to mediate the Berlin blockade, did he 
know that a few hours later his colleagues in the 
German city were to attempt a usurpation of 
power? At Paris, Vishinsky, in a manner of 
speaking, shook hands with the Western powers; 
the next day in Berlin, Gen. Sokolovsky kicked 
them in the teeth. 

In return for lifting the Berlin blockade, the 
Western powers were willing to consider the 
establishment in that city of a single currency— 
the Soviet mark. That would permit Moscow to 
save a little face, but most importantly it would 
make it possible to end the airlift. Though the 
blockade set up by the Russians was an uncon- 


- scionable violation of Soviet promises, and a 


ghastly attempt to hold 2,000,000 as emaciated 
hostages, the Western powers were willing to 
listen to the Reds’ new currency plan. 

But then the stooge Ebert—chosen perhaps 
because he is the namesake of the gentle and 
beloved first President of the Weimar Republic 
—attempts to set himself up as the Mayor of all 
Berlin, in contemptuous disregard of the rights 
of Britain, France and the United States. 

Of course, the Western powers are going to 
stay in Berlin and they are going to continue to 
administer their own sectors of the municipality. 
They are going to do so just as they are going to 
continue the airlift. The huffing and puffing of 
a Communist-inspired mob just isn’t going to ac- 
complish anything, except perhaps further to 
muddle an already badly confused government 
of the German municipality. 

But, a wo/ver saying, just how do you play 
ball withthe Russians? The answer, we fear, is 
that you can’t play ball with them at-all. The 
Western powers are simply going to have to de- 
fine their ground in every controversy and stand 
adamantly tpon that ground in the spirit of 
Ulysses S. Grant who, when standing with his 
army before Spottsylvania Court House, sent a 
dispatch to Abraham Lincoln reading: “I propose 
to fight it out on this line, if it takes all 
summer.”

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Why Monopolies Are Bad 


The next session of Congress, it seems, will 
see a rough-and-tumble debate on the issue of 
monopoly. . Representative Dwight Patman of 
Texas, long a champion of little business, already 
has accused Senator Capehart of Indiana of 
using a special Senate committee to attack the 
Supreme Court’s decision against the basing point 
system and to defend monopolies. 

As Mr. Patman sees them, monopolies are 
evil because they have competitive advantages 
over smaller firms. That’s true ehough. But it 
might not cause the consumer to take much 
interest in the scrap. He does not care too much 
whether a big firm or a little one gets his money. 
He is interested chiefly in prices and services. 
Maybe, he feels. the big business can do better 
by him on both scores. 

It is here that the danger signal should be 
run up. Large producers may cut prices until 
they have gained control of a market.

Every NCEW member must assume at the 
outset that every member is imbued with 
honesty, integrity and sound moral purpose. 
Every member must fight for the right. of 
every other member to hold his own opinion 
and views. | 
If they don’t and if this search for a code 
' of ethics should be sidetracked into some- 
thing that would permit analys ques- 
tioning of a.man’s opinion, or point of view, 
or even his logic, then this organization will 
turn into a cat and dog fight. 


Of course, no professional code of ethics is 
worth anything unless it is composed of basic 
truths and guides to honorable action. But neith- 
er should any code of ethics go to the extremes 
outlined by Editor and Publisher. If the pro- 
posed code of ethics—to put the matter con- 
versely from E&P—should forbid analysis or 
questioning of a man’s opinion, or point of view, 
or his logic, it would be a vicious invasion of 
free speech. 

Every single day, the newspapers of America 
themselves question the opinions, point of view 
and logic of public men. Should newspaper men, 
gathered in meetings, be estopped from the same 
democratic practice of debating one another’s 
ideas? If so, that would be preposterous and 
they had better stay at home and contemplate 
their own umbilici. 

E&P gives a concrete illustration: It says that, 
at the NCEW’s recent meeting one or two mem- 
bers thought the conference should discuss the 
recent election and its relation to the editorial 
pages. The discussion didn’t get very far, Edi- 
tor and Publisher points out with approval. We 
disagree. wo subject could be more appro- 
priate than that for a group of newspaper writ- 
ers? Asa matter of fact, we wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if it were a major topic before the

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Untouchability Is Outlawed 


For many centuries, there have been no more 
degraded human beings in all the world than the 
Untouchables of India. At the lowest rung of 
the vicious caste system, these unfortunates have 
lived out their lives like animals. . 

Americans, who read that the new Indian Con- 
stituent Assembly has declared “untouchability 
is abolished and its practice in any form is for- 
bidden,” find it hard even to imagine what In- 
dia’s system has been: like. An American may 
go from a log cabin to the White House. He 
may bridge the gap from the wrong side of the 
tracks to the presidency of a great corporation. 

From birth, the Untouchable has been con- 
demned to an existence which has shut him 
apart. He polluted a high-caste Hindu by touch, 
even by sight in some parts of Southern India. 
The Untouchable was forbidden to use the tem- 
ples, the schools and the market places. He and 
all members of his family had no choice but to 
live in segregated areas. They were restricted 
to the lowest and most menial of occupations. 

India’s fourth caste, the Sudras, or servants 
and serfs, have had little-enough from the wealth 
and resources of their peninsula. The Untouch- 
ables, submerged below the slaves and menials, 
have been a sub-caste of poverty, misery, dis- 
ease, blindness and early death. —_ 

Gandhi fought Untouchability all his life. He 
opposed it not only as an inhumam social sys- 
tem, but as a block to political progress. He re- 
garded it as “Jim Crowism” on a fantastic scale. 
Allowed to continue, it would mean .a rotten 
borough system in the new Indian democracy. 

The outlawing of untouchability will not end 
all its evils at once. Promulgation of constitu- 
tional articles cannot root out overnight a sys- 
tem which bas been ingrained for many hun- 
dreds of years. But the declaration is made: 
“Practice in any form is forbidden.” 

The castes of India, which have divided the 
population into priests, nobles, merchants and 
artisans and slaves, will ponder these words.

Perhaps’ Congress will recall that pun- 
ishment by investigation is a constitutioxal 
usurpation. Congress 
has no power speci- 
fically granted to it 
to carry on general 
research work. It has 
the right to conduct 
inquiries bearing upon 
proposed legislation. 

Grabbing movie 
stars to shake their 
flimsy political con- 
ceptions out of them 
is no legitimate part 
of the business of Alvin Johnson 
Congress. Initiating prosecution of alleged 
spies or traitors is a function of the De- 
partment of Justice, an administrative de- 
partment beyond Congressional control. 


A committee of the British Parliament 
may indeed conduct investigations in any 


field and issue bluebooks, if only to satisfy 


the vulgar curiosity of the public. The 
British Parliament is supreme and can in- 
vade the premises of administration at will. 
Ours is a government based on the princi- 
ple of the separation of powers. The Un- 
American Committee will be less un-Ameri- 
can when it recognizes this principle. 


We citizens, too, will gradually wean our- 


selves from the luxury of spy nightmares, 
Certainly there are spies among us report- 
ing to a foreign power on the startling 
technological advances we are making. We 
have spies too reporting to us the inepti- 
tudes, and failures of Russian technology. 

It goes hard with the spies if Russia 
catches them, and we shall not treat them 
gently if we catch them, But it is very 
little harm either can do, The best infor- 
mation they can supply is too sketchy and 
fragmentary to be of any important use. 
Indeed, recent experience of industrial spy- 
ing has proved that it misleads rather than 
informs, 

On the eve of the last war German in- 
dustrial experts moved freely among our 
factories, reporting their findings in great 
detail to their Government. We had ex- 
perts, among them one of the greatest 
in the field of aviation, reporting on the 
supremé efficiency of Germany. 

The upshot was that Germany felt safe 
in declaring war on us, and many of us 
were led to believe that Germany was in- 
vincible. 

If we want to be safe in this treacher- 
ous world we shall give our energies, not 
to spy hunting but to the elimination of 
every handicap upon the advance of science 
and technology. We have a long lead. We 


can make it much longer if we assure our . 7 


scientists that the greasy fingers of the 
politicians will be kept off their necks. 


It is important that those who serve the 


Government shall be “reliable,” but the 
only proper judges of the reliability of a 


scientist are the properly trained scientists. -

Between Book Ends 


Freud and Religion 


PSYCHIATRY AND RELIGION—A Symposium of '5 
American Authorities, edited by Joshua Loth Lieb- 
man. (Beacon Press, 202 Pages, $3.00.) 


Freud’s bequest to harried humanity was 
twofold: the “method of psychoanalysis: 
and the substance of its research into the 
mainsprings of human behavior. At first 
rejected as too rational, too “anti-super- 
natural,” a reconciliation has been attempt- 
ed in recent years by religionists who 
would use the method while rejecting the 
substance. They have hoped for compart- 
mentalization of functions whereby psy- 
chiatry would exorcise man’s mental il)- 
nesses, “neutralize” him. The function of 
religion would then be to “moralize” him. 

Rabbi Joshua Liebman was a leader in 
this movement, and a few months before 
his untimely death he called a conference 
of leading psychiatrists, ministers, priests 
and rabbis. As he saw it: “The goal of 
both disciplines at their best is to lead us 
to an inner serenity and an innner matur- 
ity that will make us friends rather than 
enemies of justice and peace.” This book is 
a verbatim report of that unique two-day 
meeting, at which three main themes were 
covered: “Where psychiatry and religion 
meet,” “Hospital care of the mentally ill,” 
and “The individual and his environment.” 

The first section is most germane, and 
had it been followed further there would 
be greater unity in the book. As it is the 
discussion ends in mid-air, only the re- 
ligionists’ side fully developed in the remarks 
by the Rev. Mr. 
Hiltner, Father Kelly 
and Rabbi Liebman, 
One is left with the 
feeling that - much 
suspicion remains 
and that a greater 
exchange of knowl- 
edge and ¢onfidence 
must take place, 
There appears even 
considerable differ- 
“ence amongst the re= 
ligionists.

There is a great 
deal of conflict between scientists—somre 
scientists—and religion, because some scien- 
tists refuse to see what is plain to: their 
reason—namely, that there must be an fn- 
telligent Being Who made the laws that the 
scientists discover. Some psychiatrists, J 
am sorry to say... set themselves up tp 
take the place of God.” ne 

The book abounds in such provocative 
remarks which won’t please the die-hards 
on either side. There are also several 
“bonus” chapters, clinical studies of the 


emotional needs of childhood, adolesence, 


marriage and death, with religion touched 
upon only incidentally. For parents with 
children of any age (and all seem the 
“golden”) these sensible 
discussions will help boost morale and soothe 
The parts on sex education ahd 
marriage go into controversial material 
again, with diverse opinions presented. In 
all it is a fitting memorial to Joshiia

The co-operative alliance is the 
world union of co-operatives in 
every country. These co-opera- 
tives—in Scandinavia, Great Brit- 
tain, South Africa and many other 
countries—are the owner-opera- 
tors of large industry. The alji- 
ance, which is a thoroughly demo- 
cratic organization, is the clearing 

ouse for international trade of

CHAMBER CONCERT 
BY ST LOWS QUARTE 


String Organization Assisted 
by Flutist, Clarinetist 
and Pianist.

The Friends of Music presented 
the St. Louis String Quartet and 
assisting artists in a program of 
chamber music last night in the 
Wednesday Club auditorium. It 
was the first concert ofethe season 
for this’ organization and it was 
an altogether successful one both 
in its performance and its accept- 
ance by a fairly large audience. 


The chamber music literature is 
#0 extensive and its public per- 
formance is so infrequent that it 
is much easier to make a showing 
of unhackneyed material than 
with the larger’ § instrumental 
forms.

The per- 
formance by the whole ensemble 
was light in weight and consist- 
ently transparent. 

In the Arthur Foote “Nocturne” 
for Flute and String Quartet, 
Arthur Tipton, the flutist, took 
the leading role with distinction.

Shannon had swept his Austral- 
lan opposition off the track with 
12 major stakes victories and then 
began getting weights of 135 
pounds from handicappers. That 
was hopeless so he sought a new 
career in the United States. 

While the horse was still aboard 
ship, Smith sold him to Harry 
Curland, race track caterer and 
owner of a string of thorough- 
breds. But Curland cancelled the 
deal when the New York Jockey 
Club rejected an application to 
register Shannon in the American 
gtud book. 

The Jockey Club thought there 
was some bar sinister in Shan- 
non’s pedigree. Smith hustled off 
to New York and McCarthy took 
e@ look at the horse. McCarthy de- 
cided to gamble that Shannon’s 

edigree would be accepted and 
Souant the horse for an estimated 
$100,000. 

After several months of study, 
the Jockey Club decided Shannon's 
bloodlines were pure and regis- 
tered him. They previously had 
given McCarthy a temporary per- 
mit allowing him to race the horse. 

At first Shannon had difficulty 
getting used to the American style 
of racing with the breakneck 
starts from a gate.

A Good Joe D Does 
- Credit to Spudich. 

OOTBALL’S value to a 
F young man’s present and, 

more important, his future 
has been magnified on the one 
hand and underestimated on 
the other. But whenever a Joe 
Spudich comes along, the game 
seems bound to gain stature in 
the eyes of even the most crit- 
ical. 

You'll remember Spudich per- 
haps as a star fullback for Mc- 
Kendree College about 15 years 
ago or as an outstanding player 
with the. St. Louis Gunners for 
three seasons. But did you ever 
hear about Joe’s determination 
to get an education? 


Frank Levin, sports writer 
for the Freeport (¢Jll.) Journal- 
Standard, tells the story, a tale

NITED NATIONS delegates 

were invited last Sundhy to 

Amiens to view the extent of 
damage caused by the war and to 
see the reconstruction work that 
has been going on. The old capi- 
tal city of the old province of 
Picardy was in the path of the 
fighting in both world wars. I had 
been in Amiens before—in Janu- 
ary, 1919, when I came over here 
with my husband. After going 
over the battlefields during the 
day, we spent the night in Amiens 
and the following morning visited 
its cathedral and damaged areas. 


Sunday’s visit furnished me with 
a very vivid comparison between 
our ability to destroy in World 
War I and: World War II. This 
time the cathedral. was not dam- 
aged, byt blocks and blocks of the 
old city itself is in rubble. The 
housing shortage is still very bad, 
but one can see what a tremen- 
se amount of work: has been 
one. 


Sunday was our first really cold 
day and we left Paris in a dense 
fog. But that cl€ared up as we got 
out into the country.

By the 
time.we reached Amiens we were 
very cold and were grateful to find 
the tent that was set up for us 
and for the tea that was served.

They do, how- 
ever, have hot and cold water and 
electricity and either an electric 
or gas stove.

Fix It Yourself

“wet Walls. and Windows. 


Filed somewhere under the 
general heading of “Phenomenon, 
Natural and Otherwise,” we find 
this strange business of wet walls 
and windows in-a house that is 
otherwise as tight as a house can 
get. This moisture,’in case you 
are interested, is called condensa- 
tion and it is what happens when 
warm moist air strikes a cold sur- 
face. When .it happens outside 
it’s called dew. 

There is really only one effec- 
tive way to deal with wet walls 
and that is to insulate the outside 
ones so that the inner wall sur- 
face is never chilled. If the inner 
wall surface is about the same 
temperature as the air in the 
house you can’t get moisture to 
collect ‘on it unless you turn 4 
hose on. 

Windows are not quite so easy 
to deal with. Storm sashes will 


certainly help but even sf you 
may find frost or moisture col- 
lecting on the storm sash. It will 
help if you weatherstrip the in- 
side sash as the stripping will 
keep some of this water vapor 
from getting into the space be- 
tween inner and storm sash. If 
you find that this is only partial- 
ly doing the job, drill a three- 
quarter inch hole at the top and 
bottom of the storm sash. This 
should allow the moisture vapor 
to flow outside.

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Al Robbs, Who Thinks Work Is 
Recreation, Owns Robbs, Il., 
Lock, Stock and Barrel; Is Also

ROBBS, IIl., Nov. 30. 
HE name of the village is 
Robbs and everything in it is 
Robbs. 
stick and stone of it, by a man 
named Robbs. All the stores and 
industries are operated by Robbs 
companies in buildings erected by 
Robbs, All the dwellings built by 
Robbs are occupied by tenants of 
Robbs. The postmaster of Robbs 
is Robbs. The telephone system 


is owned by Robbs. If the village 


had a mayor his name would be 
Robbs. If the village had a court 
of justice, Judge Robbs would sit 
on the bench. Lacking a Mayor 
and a judge, Robbs functions as 
both, making the rylings that a 
Mayor mhight. make and dispensing 
even-handed justice as a judge 
might, settling eVerything that 
needs to be settled. 
Albert Robbs, when he was a 
boy, didn’t have a far goal in life. 
His way was to take a step at a 
time. By taking a step at a time, 
starting on $25 borrowed money 
half a century ago, he is the own- 
er of the village that he started 
20 years ago, now a community of 
nearly 50 buildings, and 2300 acres 
of surrounding farms with flocks 
and droves on a hundred hills. 
To hear him tell it, Al Robbs 
has done “nothing hardly” in his 
lifetime and now at the age of 71 
he plans to go on doing nothing 
hardly the rest of his days. 


Al Robbs, he tells it with pride, 
was born in Pope county, as good 
a county as can be found, born on 
a farm over near Eddyville, 10 
miles from here, and went as far 
as the eighth grade in a country 
school. He was only “20 past” 
when he married Minnie Lands, 
same age, because it was his first 
chance and, afraid he wouldn’t 
have another, he grabbed it. 

With a wife to support, the boy 

bought a farm of 120 acres in 
the neighborhood for $1000, mak- 
ing a down payment with What 
he had saved as a hired hand, 
bought housekeeping things with 
the $25 that he had borrowed and 
went to farming with a corn plow 
and a double-shovel and a team of 
mules, 
‘One year of, farming like that 
and Al Robbs #as ready to branch 
out, He bought another farm of 
220 acres on Lusk creek, rented 
out the smaller one on which he 
had been living, bought more 
mules and went into general farm- 
ing and stock raising on some- 
thing like a grand scale. After a 
couple of years he thought it was 
time to take another step and he 
bought the Eddyville flour mill, 
capacity 50 barrels a day. Two 
more years and he sold that mill 
and bought another at Simpson. 
Forty-two years /ago he took an- 
other step, a big one, by buying 
888 acres, all practically adjoining, 
and built a home on the upper 
Golconda-Vienna road, in the 
midst of his far-flung acres. From 
time to time he continued traffick- 
ing in land until he had more 
than 2000 acres, operating the 
greater part of it and renting out 
the remainder. Now, with his 
2300 in Pope and Johnson coun- 
ties, he farms or grazes all of it, 
going in heavily for cattle and 
hogs. 

Long befere that, Robbs had 
gone into the contracting business 
along with his farming. Back in 
the early ’20s the Illinois Central, 
building its Edgewood cut-off 
from Edgewood, Ill, to Ful- 
ton, Ky., came through his 
land and he improved the shining 
chance by doing $120,000 worth of 
construction work on it. Finished 
in 1926, it gave Robbs close-at- 
hand facilities for shipping his 
farm products and stock in car- 
load lots. His only regret was that 
he didn’t own the railroad, but the 
LC. didn’t want to sell. The next 
best thing was to establish a busi- 
ness there by the tracks. Without 
planning to build a town, fom it 
was ever his way to take a step 
at a time, he put up 4 building 
and opened the Robbs general 


store. 
W years Robbs built a garage 
and restaurant and because 
his employes and the railroad men 
neéded houses he built the first of 
the dwellings, utilizing the neede 
materials from his lumber yard 
which in turn was supplied by his 
sawmill, fed by timber cleared 
from the wooded portions of his 
holdings to increase his farming 
and grazing operations. It was @ 
case of everything working to- 
gether for the benefit of the 
owner of it all and the greater 
glory of the village of Robbs 
which was beginning to come into 
ng. 
ee with the building of 2 
flour mill and the erection of 
more dwellings, the railroad estab- 
lished a station and the govern- 
ment was ready to open a post- 
office, the question of a name 
came up. Robbs was for naming 
it Robbsville, but the government 
said. that was too long and advised 
cutting it down to Robbs. The 
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employes and others could have 
places to live. This_ he conld 
quickly and easily do because he 


had or could turn out all the ma-. 


terials and his construction crew 
could do the work. 

Demands for housing came from 
the University of Illinois Experi- 
ment Station near by, with its 
3000 acres ari 1000 cattle and 
3000 sheep, and Robbs, assured 
of good tenants, threw up. the 
five-room to eight-room dwellings, 
which made more business for the 
Robbs automobile agency and ga- 
rage, the Robbs store, the Robbs 
restaurant and the other Robbs 
industries. Every house that he 
built brought a new family to 
Robbs and new customers for the 
Robbs places of business. Now, 
with two new ones completed this 
year, there .are homes. for about 
35 families in the village with its 
population of 150. Robbs isn’t at 
the moment planning 


It is-owned, every ~ 
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AT 
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and none of them is for sale. 

When the time came that a 
school was needed Robbs gave the 
ground for it and constructed it 
and would have been glad to call 
it his own but that couldn’t be, 
so he sold it to the county. 

So far thére is no church in 
the village. Robbs feels that there 
should be one and is ready to 
help get it started, so that the 
villagers will not have to go to 
church and Sunday school at 
Glendale, two miles away. The 
villagers are mostly Methodists 
and Baptists. The Baptists are 
making an effort now to establish 
a church. | 

When it comes to religion Robbs 
feels about it much the same as 
he feels about politics. He is a 
Presbyterian and a Democrat, but 
not very active as either. He has 
a story about that. Years ago 
there was a Brother Baker who 
used to preach in these parts. He 
was a Democrat, he said, because 
his Daddy was and a Baptist be- 
cause the Bible teaches it. If the 
Baptists get going in Robbs, he 
reckons the Methodists will at- 
tend and maybe he will find time 
to go once in a while. 

A growing village needs tele- 
phones, so Robbs put them in for 
the village of Robbs. Not willing 
to let anybody else do what he 
could do for himself, he bought 
the materials and established his 
own system, setting up an ex- 
change and extending the lines 
through the neighborhood and, 
not one to do things half way, 
hooked up with the exchanges at 
the county seat towns of Vienna 
and Golconda without exacting 
long-distance charges. The 175 
subscribers are served as well as 
anybody could wish. 

The villagers needed meat to 
eat and Robbs with his flocks and 
droves was the one to supply it. 
A cold storage plant was built and 
cattle and hogs in sufficient num-

O food is more skillfully pre- 
-N pared today than the baby 

foods that come in small tin 
or glass containers. They are a 
wonderful convenience to busy 
mothers, It appears, however, that 
many carry this convenience en- 
tirely too far. As a result, babies 
are being cheated of all the nutri- 
ents they need for normal growth. 
A recent magazine polled a num- 
ber of mothers and found that 
about 80 per cent of them heated 
their baby’s food right in the con- 
tainer, returned the unused food 
to the refrigerator and reheated 
the container at each feeding. — 


Nutritionists frown on such a 
procedure even in food for adults. 
Preparing food for fast 
babies is serious business. Reheat- 
ing food destroys vitamins, and 
repeating the reheating two or 
three times not only reduces the 
vitamin content but also flavor 
and fragrance to a point of worth- 
lessness. To get the utmost from 
each container of food, the baby’s 
portion should be removed to a 
custard cup, using a sterile spoon. 
Then the container 
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salt, half a teaspoon sugar, four- 
@md-three-fourths-ounce jar or can 
strained spinach, two or three 
drops green coloring, if desired. 

Melt butter in saucepan, add 
onion, and simmer two or three 
minutes. Stir in flour until smooth, 
then add diluted milk slowly, stir- 
ring po apeerye J and cook until 
sauce s and thickens. Add sea- 
sonings and spinach. Reheat bare- 
ly to boiling point, stir in coloring

The first two rounds of bidding 
were unexceptionable, but whén 
North then bid four spades and, 
at his next turn, bid five dia- 
monds over South’s five clubs, he 
was guilty of very bad judgment. 
He should have realized that the 
mere fact he had jumped from 
two diamonds to three hearts 
could not have reassured South 
completely concerning the (prob- 
able) solidity of North’s heart 
suit—North could have made that 
jump rebid with AKxxxx and a 
strong outside holditg—and, in 
any case, North could not afford 
to branch out into the highest 
ranking suit, spades, at the four- 
level. When he did do just that, 
he inevitably created the impres- 
sion that South’s club bid had 
“found him,” and it was not until 
South had bid five clubs over the 
four spades and North had, astop- 
ishingly, gone back to five dia- 
monds, that South formed a dif- 
ferent impression. By this time, 
however, recognizing the incon- 
sistency of his partner’s bidding, 
South did not know what to do, 
and logically passed. 

North could have made six 
hearts with comparative ease, 
whereas South went down one at 
the five-diamond contract! West 
opened a low spade, and South 
picked up East’s queen without 
sacrificing dummy’s jack, but even 
this break was not enough. On 
South’s heart lead, West put up 
the ace and shifted to cluDs. 
South then drew three rounds of 
trumps, and tried to discard his 
clubs on the spade jack and good 
hearts, but West ruffed in “todo 
quickly and cashed the ciub king. 

Returning to the bidding, North 
should have “stuck to his Hearts,” 
bidding four hearts over four 
clubs, and South then might have 
been sufficiently reassured to bid 
five hearts, even on his singleton.

New Concert Records

OLUMBIA ts adding steadily to tts lst of long playing micro- 
groove records available to the public at retailers. Among the 
_new releases are the “Mile. Angot Suite” by Lecocy, played by the 
New York Philharmonic Orchestra under the direction of Efrem 
Kurts and the Liszt B. Minor 
Sonata played by Georgy Sandor. 
These two were issued simul- 
taneously with shellac, econven- 
tional speed recordings, of the 
same compositions. The Lecocq 
music, which ig in the style of 
Offenbach, is played cleanly and 
with exuberance. Sandor bringn . 
conviction to Liszt’s long-winded 
sonata but nobody could make 
it interesting. 

Paired with “Mile. Angot” is 
Kabalevsky's “The Comedians” 
{previously ereviewed) also 
played by Kurts and the New 
York Philharmonic; Sandor’s B 
Minor Liszt has one side of a 
recording that includes the same 
composer’s “Concert Etude No. 
2,” “Funerailies,” “Liebestraum 
No. 3 in A-Flat” and the 
“Rakoczy March.” 

The Metropolitan Opera 
Company’s production of Humperdinck’s opera “Hansel and Gretel” 
is contained in two LP records and the good results of the original 
shellacs are transferred to the new discs, minus the surface noise 
but with some reduction of volume when played by an adapter.
